PARIS, November. 
“Napoleon III.” 


A man who was an intimate friend 
of Napoleon IIT., M. Octave Aubrey, 
has written a volume on that unfor- 
tunate Emperor’s life, which gives an 
admirable picture of court life in the 
Tuileries, than which nothing more 
corrupt and debauched has existed 
on earth since the days of Messalina, 
While the Emperor was surrounded 
by flatterers and intrigants, the 
man of genius, Bismarck, had his eye 
on France. The Iron Chancellor's 
clear eye saw through the fantastic 
saraband of puppets and harlequins 
that made up the official world of 
France half a century ago. The story 
of the debacle of Sedan, as treated 
by M. Aubrey, is a masterpiece of 
realism and simplicity. He shows us 
a Napoleon ravaged by pain and dis- 
ease, holding on to his saddle with 
closed eyes and never uttering a word 
of complaint. Every movement was 
agony to the Emperor. In order that 
the troops on the roads would not 
be frightened by his appearance, cos- 
meticians were brought up by express 
from Paris to give him at least a 
semblance of a human appearance. 
With the best will in the world he 
could not have carried out the bold 
project conceived by a descendant 
of Marshal Ney, place himself at the 
head of the Guard and throw him- 
self against the Prussian lines in a 
fantastic last charge. All he could 
whisper was: “Put up the white 
flag!” That was the end of the Sec- 
ond Empire.

The French nationalist papers, 
with the royalist Action Francaise 
at their head, are once more on the 
rampage. That is to say, they are at 
their old game of predicting a new 
European war within a few years. 
The royalists go so far as to say that 
it is due within a very few months. 
Of course, only the recall of the 
French King could stave off the dis- 
aster in their estimation, and there 
you have, the secret of their agitation.
